Mr. Valentine and the clerk of the 
jury spent today In )>reparlu^ the In­ 
dictments that the jury has voted. The 
projfram as arranjjed provides that the 
jury will meet Monday afternoon and 
without any preliminaries turn In the 
indictments, of wliich there are 25. and 
then retire and adjourn.

teristio was his rare faculty for detect- 
ng and disclosing the oontrolliug point 
n a legal battle. £tit not less than this 
was his clear, fi ll, orderly and accurate 
Btatement of a case, always so fair and 
ogical tlmt it was« often said that after 
incoln mid summed up the importnnt 
facts in a controversy there was hut lit­ 
tle occaHioM for argument on either side, 
le habitually employed at the bar the 
same care and skill in the use of words 
and the expression of ideas which he so 
often afterward exhibited when called 
to a higher field of labor, instances of 
which are seen in all his state papers 
and in the changes for the bettor which 
bo made in the writings of his scholarly 
secretary of state, particularly in the 
correspondence relative to the Trent af­ 
fair, which probably avoided a war 
with England. 
A line example of the 
grandeur of his diction is to bo found 
n his Gettysburg address, which has a 
permanent place in the literature of the 
world. 


He thought vigorously and thorough- 
y, but did not speak quickly. 
In reali­ 
ty his hesitation was only the result of 
lis 
great care always to know his 
grouiui. 
His habit was before speaking 
or acting to deliberately look through, 
around and boyond every fact, state­ 
ment or proposition involved and sub­ 
ject it to his wonderful pow’ors of per­ 
ception and analysis. 
This required 
time, but it uuide him successful iu 
every important undertaking. While ho 
thought much, he could not truthfully 
bo called a great reader. He knew thor­ 
oughly tho works of Coke, Blackstone, 
Stephen, Chitty, 
Starkey 
and 
later 
Grcenleaf’s “ Evidence” and 
Story’s 
“ Equity.” Ho gave but little time to 
searching for precedents or studying 
what is called case law.—James L. 
King iu North American Review.

the telephone situation in the “Twin 
C ities.’* 


There is an injunction suit pending 
between the B ell company and each 
city in which the B ell company seeks 
to force its poles and other construc­ 
tion work throujrh the various streets 
without submittinj; to certain restric­ 
tions and safcf^uards which in this age 
are considered by all wise city govern- 
uients as necessary to t^e protection of 
the tinancial interests of the city and 
its people. 


In pursuance of their plan the B ell 
company is searching the country for 
some evidence that they have at some 
tim e in the past gained i^ome rights in 
each city and some tim e ago notified 
the attorneys of each citv that they 
would take testim ony in Boston on a 
certain day. and we presume the at­ 
torneys saw no alternative but to be on 
the ground to take care of their respec­ 
tive city ’s interest and were there. 
Now, when Mr. O ’Hara presented his 
bill to the Si. Joseph council, it is re­ 
ported to have met liot opposition from 
one of the aldermen who is a iie ll com­ 
pany solicitor and who is reported as 
making the statem ent that Mr. O'Hara 
was the attorney of the Twin City 
coiupany. thereby seizing an opportu­ 
nity to inuke capital for his company. 
Perm it me to pronounce this an ab.so- 
lute falsehood. 
Mr. O ’Hara did not 
consult the Twin City company in the 
matter, nor did they request him to go. 
In fact it was none of our business, and 
no doubt Mr. O ’Hara so considered it. 
W e nuike this plain denial because 
some ageni'V lias succeeded in getting 
the above falsehood into the papers 
and on the streets, placing the Twin 
City company in an unfair position. 


The real sitmition is thi.^: 
W hen 
the men who now constitute the Twin 
City company canvassed the proposi­ 
tion lo establish a new exchange in 
these cities it b;.‘cam ean olfer lo invest 
anywhere from $20,0u0 to $40,000 hard- 
earned dollars in an enterprise that 
everybody agreed was most 
sorely 
needed, and they proposed to save the 
citi/.ens $2.000 to $:J,000 per annum and 
in tium they only asked the loyally of 
the people, which was freely promised, 
and when this was understood they 
went before the councils of each city 
to make their bargain “franchise,” 
and did so, the cities on their part 
holding control of the rates to be 
charged their citizens, tho location of 
all poles, wires, etc., tbe free use of our 
system for tire and police service and 
immunity from all damage of anv sort, 
in short, secured general control with­ 
out any liability. 


Tbe position now was, two telephone 
companies in town, one with a clean, 
fair, restrictive franchise, the other 
practically a trespasser remaining by 
suil'erance. Both councils composed of 
shrewd business men saw at once that 
tbe onl^r (air and safe way was for both 
companies to be placed on the same 
basis and presented that ultimatum to 
tbe Beil company, who promptly re 
jected tbe proposition, saying that it 
was none oi the council’s business, and 
attempted to force matters, but it was 
promptly stopped in each city.

Later, when we were con­ 
structing, one of their representatives 
stated positively that we could not 
operate an exchange at the rates we 
are giving without loss, and when asked THE 
how it came that they could atVord tho 
new rates so much lower than oiu’s re­ 
plied that it was only a com petitive 
rate and acknowledged that in case 
they won the people would be com­ 
pelled to make up their losses. 
This 
statem ent was made in tho presence of 
some of our best business men who can 
bo, prod need at any time. 
Both coun­ 
cils understand this proposition and do 
not propose to submit their citizens to 
the tender m ercies of either company 
after the 
other is vanquished, 
and 
w hile we have no demands to make, no 
iavo^*s to buy or beg, we do earnestly 
request that ihe 13ell company be com­ 
pelled to come in on the same basis. 
vATe do then leave the tight to us. T his 
is our only request of the city author­ 
ities and in their sworn capacity as 
guardians of the city's interests they 
can do nothing less if laws on this point 
can be enforced. 


Now a 
few words to 
our citizen 
neighbors. 
The Bell company has a 
record. Starting with 'soine legitim ate, 
valuable patents they have 
built up 
probably the greate.st heartless,* soul­ 
less, 
corporation ' that 
ever 
dis­ 
graced the earth. 
Their wires were 
strung all over tlie civilized nations of 
the earth, and by virtue of the patent 
stronghold secured a urotlt of 100 to 
500 per cent from the business of the 
world. 
Tne American Bell and 
its 
children securiuir its share saio to have 
run into hundreds of million of dollars, 
and when their patents expired and 
new and bctUM’ patents came upon the 
m arket we lind that they have their 
wires around the throats of the busi­ 
ness ))iiblie and with their uulim iied 
capital tney prouose by any means 
within their power to crush out all op­ 
position, using if possible a duped ]jut)- 
iie as il»e cheapest tool for the purpose. 
In a very few instatuies have they found 
cities where the home teleplione or­ 
ganizations are tinancially weak and 
the people not loyal and they have been 
able to crush them. 
In such cases a 
new rate has been made and the poor 
people have to submit or go without tele 
phones, as nobody will 
risk money 
again in such a place, 
but there are 
now claiiued to be more than 2,200 
prosperous, 
independent 
exchanges 
rapidly being connected by fine copper 
state line^ and M ichigan is among the 
leading states in the movement. 


The Twin City company is happy to 
say that it is now on a firm, paying 
basis, doing business at a reasonable 
profit, and propose to perform every 
promise ever made, and have not tbe 
slightest (ear of tbe final result. 
We 
know full well tbe telephone business 
is a natural mono))oly in tbe city in 
which it exists because the people after 
a short experience invariably vote two 
systems a nuisance and throw one out. 
In this case if tbe Twin City wins there 
can be no advantage taken as the city 
has retained control. 
In case the Bel 
wins you are at their mercy with their 
promise co get even. 
W e know that 
we have friends in every business house 
and ottice in either city but we also 
know that a few men are working very 
industriously against us using every 
possible trick, falsehood and deception 
to injure us and gain bu.siness for our 
com petitors. 
W e also know that these 
men can tind some Ijelievers among 
people who have not had an oprortun 
ity U) know th** facts in the case. 
W e 
also know that the B ell company tind 


through these men some people who, 
having given the matter no thought or 
having no care for the consequences, 
will put in telephones, knowing that 
the price is made to kill the home com­ 
pany and is only temporary. 


In these days when the best minds of 
our country are looking with alarm and
